A British Port, Saturday, Aug. 3.— 
The torpedoing early this mornng of 
the British ship Warlda was one of 
the most harrowing disasters in the 
history of submarine warfare. The 
number of dead is variously estimated 
from 105 to 130 and upward, and in- 
cludes several women nurses. © 

The ship carried six hundred sick 
and wounded. Among them were sev- 
en Americans, two. officers and five 
enlisted men, all of whom have been 
accounted for except one private. 

There were aboard 89 nurses and 
members of the voluntary aid depart- 
ment and the crew comprised about 
200 men. ; 

More than 650 survivors brought 
here shortly dfter six o'clock, were 
given first aid treatment, food and 
clothing. The patients were placed 
aboard special trains. which had been 
waiting to neceive them and sent to 
hospitals in various parts of the coun- 
try. The, torpedo struck the after 
part of the engine room, killing the 
third engineer and two other members 
of the engine room force. The dyna- 
mo was destroyed, plunging the ves- 
sel in darkness. 

Just over the dynamo was the ward- 
room, which. contained more than 100 
patients. Most of these were! killed 
outright by the explosion and the 
others, many of whom had been flesh 
injured by the torpedo, found them- 
selves trapped. It was impossible for 
outside aid to reach them and all, ex- 
cept a few who jumped overboard and 
were picked up, perished. This part 
of the ship quickly settled and water 
flooded the wardroom, drowning the 
men caged there. 


STORIES OF FEARFUL STRUGGLE 


Stories of the fearful struggle in 
the darkness to rescue the helpless 
invalids are told by the survivors. The 
ship remained afloat more than two 
hours, but for a great part of the time 
continued under headway because the 
engines could not be stopped. This 
condition greatly hampered the res- 
cue work and, in addition, three or 
four boats were smashed while being 
lowered. throwing their occupants into 
the sea. 

All the soldier patients and the 
nurses testify to the herois measures 
of cfhcers and crew. Notwithstand 
ingthéexcitementand confusion,which 
was increased by the darkneg3, the 
crew, under the masterly direction of 
the officers, went cooly and methodi- 
cally about the difficult task of bring- 
ing the sick and wounded up on deck. 
As many as could be handled in this 
manner were placed in slings and low- 
ered to the escorting destroyers,which 
by wonderful seamanship in the rough 
water managed to work in_ close 
enough to the sinking ship to take off 
men by lowering ropes.

They were willing to work 
yesterday afternoon, but the owners 
of the vessels in port had closed the 
hatches. 

Tue rank and file of the local unions 
are to be asked to vote on two ques- 
tions: Do they approve of the calling 
of the 24-hour holiday; and, would 
they remove from office and advocate 
the removal from the province of the 
seven men on the soldier’s black list 
The vote is to be taken a week zon 
Monday.

CANADA HAS EARNED 
MORE THAN ENTIRE 
COST OF WAR TO DATE 


VERY INTERESTING STATEMENT 

5 ON FINANCIAL CONDITIONS BY 

SIR THOMAS WHITE, MINISTER 
OF FINANCE FOR DOMINION 


Don’t say any more, “I must do my 
bit,” says Sergeant Gibbons of the 
Canadian Overseas forces, who will 
speak here at Chautauqua tonight. 
“That phrase,” he exclaims, “ is worn 
out. It isn’t the thing to say any 
more. The thing to say is, “I'll do my 
best.” 

Sergeant Gibbons is a returned ex- 
change prisoner from a German mili- 
tary camp where he spent seven 
months. : 

In a recent interview the gallant 
Canadian officer discussed at some 
length the importance of speeding up 
the support behind the lines, dwelling 
with particular emphasis upon the 


work of the ‘Red Cross, Y.M.C.A., and 
affiliated relief, organizations. 

“It isn’t the fighting,” he said, “that 
is the worst thing the boys have to go 
up against over there. It is the 
wounds the long internments in the 
hospitals, the pain, the weakness and 
sickness that goes with it—the wait- 
ing until the wounds heal. And the 
Red Cross is working with a million 
hands to allay that suffering. It needs 
more hands to work. It never can 
have too many. It wants not men 
and women “doing their bit,” but men 
and women doing their best. It is 
the Red Cross that helps to bring the 
wounded back home to their loved 
ones.” 

Sergeant Gibbons wrathfully brands 
as pro-German lies all stories deroga- 
‘tory to the work of both the Red 
Cross and the Y.M.C.A., stating that 
“these organizations are of just as 
much force in winning the war as the 
boys in the trenches.” 

Sergeant Gibbons enlisted the day 
after England declared war on Ger- 
many and joined the Third Ontario 
Battalion of the first Division of Can- 
adian troops to sail for France. He 
saw active fighting on the front, was 
severely wounded and captured by 
the Germans, all of which he will tell 
in his thrilling lecture tonight at Chau- 
tauqua.

Tondon, Aug. 6.—A thrilling story 
eof a fight between a British decoying 
ship and a German submarine was 
told by Sir Eric Geddes, first lord of

the admiralty, at a weekly concert 
held for the American troops at the 
Palace theatre tonight. He explained 
that the Germans now know about the 
ruse and it is needléss to withhold thé 
story longer. 

The decoy known as “950,” had the 
appearance of a dingy color with an 
undisciplined looking crew, which was 
suitably attired, he said. This ship 
,sailed in the Atlantic under orders 
; and finally sighted a German submar- 
-ine. The decoy turned and ran away, 
- but the submarine overhauled her and 
+ opened fire. Some of the German 
. shells fell on the decoy deck and mem- 
. bers of the crew were wounded and 
‘killed. The flight of the decoy con- 
-tinued and she signalled for help. An 
‘hour and a half later the submarine 
‘drew nearer. In the meantime the 
edecoys decks had been set on fire, 
:and the captain knew that her maga- 
“gine would soon explode, In fact, the

explosion came in a short time, and 
sent one of her guns hurtling through 
the air. The submarine had now 
swung round in front of the decoy. 
The captain of the latter signalled to 
a man of war which had been keeping 
below the horizon and then unmasked 
the forward gun of the decoy and 
heavily shelled the submarine. The 
projectile tore away the enemy’s con- 
ning tower and another hit the hull. 
She sank after the fight had srs 
for five hours. 

The warship which had been feet 
ing out of sight hurried up and res- 
cued the crew of the decoy. 

“There is no longer any need of se- 
crecy,” continued Sir Eric. ‘Admiral 
Sims and I have more ways than one 
of trapping submarines.”

The Warilda settled 
slowly at the stern and then upended. 
When the water reached the boilers 
they blew up in a terrific column of 
fire and steam, and then darkness fel 
again.” 

The American Red Cross is making 
survivors comfortable and putting the 
patients on trains to be removed to 
hospitals. 


BRITAIN ON VERGE 
OF PROTECTION POLICY 


LLOYD GEORGE’SSTAND REGARD- 
ED IN MANY QUARTERS AS A 
BREACH WITH OLD LIBERALISM, 
BUT PARTY NAMES ARE DYING— 
UNIONISTS CONSIDERING HIS 
LEADERSHIP AFTER WAR 


London, August 3.—London’s com- 
edy misunderstanding over Imperial 
preference is being gradually cleared 
up. The real situation is this: The 
British government igdetermined upon 
adopting a new economic policy, in- 
cluding definite protection and state 
support for key industries, the con- 
trol and supply of raw material, as far 
as possible, to be used within the 
Empire, the direction and encourage- 
ment and where necessary the estab- 
lishment of cheapandabundant means 
of intercommunication, particularly 
sea communication, within the Em- 
pire. 

Two points in this programme, con- 
trol of raw material and _ shipping, 
have been considered and approved 
by the Imperial war conference. 


REFER TO DOMINIONS 


Such approval, however, only means 
that the decisions of the conference 
will be sent to the different dominion 
governments for their consideration. 


The policy will be worked in accord 
with the allies, particularly America. 
There will be no attempt to force 
British economic policy upon any 
dominion. 

Lloyd George does not go nearly so 
far as many protectionists wish, but 
everyone recognizes that the plunge, 
being once taken, the tendency will 
be for him to go further. His deci- 
sion is regarded in many ‘quarters as 
a final breach with the old Liberal- 
istir, but old party names are largely 
dying here. 


LLOYD GEORGE—UNIONIST 


Significantly enough the London 
correspondent of the Yorkshire Post 


states the Unionist Party has been 
considering the continuation of Lloyd 
George’s leadership after the general 
election They are willing to continue 
to support him provided he gives an 
assurance of no home rule bill until 
after the war, imperial preference to 
have preference over every other pro- 
ject in the reconstruction programme. 

The Times urges that a new eéCo- 
nomic policy shall be immediately 
started. ‘Economic measures against 
Germany are measures of war. Un- 
less they are to be taken as measures 
of war, as part of the great task of 
convincing Germany that her mili- 
tary aims before and during the war 
have been a fatal mistake it may 
prove to be too late to attempt to put 
them in force during the transition 
period after peace.”

Amsterdam, Aug. 5-—The entente 
diplomatic representatives in Russia, 
before leaving Vologda for Kandal- 
aska made known the attitude of their 
government a@tording to the Russian 
newspaper Pravda, as quoted by Ger- 
Man newspapers. 

They declared that the allies did 
not desire to maintain any sort of 
connection with the Soviet govern- 
ment so long as that government was 
supporting’ “the German junker pow- 
er on Russian soil’” as was within pub- 
lic knowledge, the newspaper reports.

THE PLANTING OF TREES 
AND BEAUTIFYING © 
OF THE FARM HOME! 


The meetingheldlast Thursday week 
of the Women’s Institute and. Red 
Cross Workers was well attended and 
the splendid reading on “Tree Plant- 
ing and beautifying of the home,” by 
Mrs. G. Lowe, was very much appre- 
ciated, and it was the general opinion 
that the reading should be put into the 
Penhold notes so that those who were 
unable to be present might have the 
benefit of them. 

“I think if there is one time more 
than any other when we appreciate 
trees, it is during these scorching hot 
days. How very pleasant it is to 
have their delightful shade, where 
Wwe may go after our work is done, 
when the day is at its hottest, and sit 
and read or sew or knit as the fancy 
strikes us. Why! there is soothing, 
cooling freshness even in the sound 
of their leaves; to say nothing of the 
sweet bird life they shelter, and the 
happy little hearts give off their 
thanks in a ripple of silver music. 

Surely you all like trees! and what 
woman is there who will get up and 
say she doesn’t like flowers! I can 
not imagine such a woman. And I 
have found out that, though most men 
are often inclined to make light of the 
efforts of their wives to raise a few 
“posies” they all, almost without 
exception are very pleased to see the 
said “posies” when they are in bloom. 
And I am sure that, if the lady would 
ge. alout it in the right way, ehe could 
very often receive a little very valu- 
abie help from the men-folks towards 
beautifying the home. Outside of 
plowing and working the land, how- 
ever, there is very little work but 
what a woman can manage very easi- 
ly—if she wants to. 

If you have a natural grove near, 
or around your house and buildings, 
you are a very fortunate person, in- 
deed, and it will take very little labor 
to make a few flower beds and borders 
and so have a very pretty home. So 
many people, however,have no shelter 
of any kind, and what forlorn, wind- 
swept places they look, even though 
they have a real good house. I know 
of one such farmstead that was 
changed from a barren bank to a veri- 
table little paradise all in about six 
short seasons. Start in to beautify 
your home now; five or six years slip 
around very quickly on a farm. 

In the first place decide where you 
want your trees; shelter-belt to the 
windward of the house and probably 
you want a few rows around your front 
lawn, and a clump here and there for 
picturesqueness; also, don’t forget a 
row on each side your walks either 
for a hedge or to grow up and arch 
overhead. Mark out the places, and 
then talk very nicely to someone, and 
have them break or plow up the sod 
for you; also, when he has a half- 
hour to spare with the disc, get him 
to work up the sod for you—the often- 
er the better. Now is plenty late 
enough to get all this done—don’'t 
put it off too Jong or it will be too 
late for this year, and that will make 
you a year later getting in your trees 
If done now it will be 'n good condi- 
tion for next spring’s planting. This 
is all that may be done this year. 
But about February next (not later 
than that) write to the Government 
Nursery Station, Indian Eead, and tell 
them just what you want to do; tell 
them the kind of soil, and ask what 
trees they recommend as suitable for 
your district. Tell them about how 
many you want, and they wll send 
them along in proper season for plunt- 
ing. Have your lund well worked up 
again in the spring and, although the 
trees arrive at your very busies< tine, 
don't neglect to plant and water them. 
Some may be cuttings and some muy 
be small trees. Put the cuttings in 
on @ small slant of 45 degrees, and 
bury them up to thy last bud Only 
leave one bud ahove the yrouud. 
Make the hole with a sharpened stick 
and put in plenty of water. Also-give 
the roots of the small trees a gener- 
ous drink, and water them every 
evening after planting for a week or 
two (if the weather is dry.) 

For a shelter belt the trees are 
planted about 4 feet apart each way 
in the rows, the belt being at least 
16 feet wide. The Superintendent 
will send you full instructions for 
planting, however. Of course you 
must see to it that there is a good 
fence around your plot to keep cf all 
stock. Now, along about Empire Day 
scheme up a litt!e picnic, and bake up 
a few good things and get the hoys 
or men-folks to take the team and 
wagon and drive you to where there 
are some native spruce They are not 
very hard to dig up and the wagonwiil 
hold from 30 to iv. Abort three feet 
high is the best size to get,and always 
choose the bushiest you can find, even 
if they are little ones. Avoid the 
tall, spindle-legged ones. They don’t 
look well set out away from their na- 
tive grove. Spruces look lovely in 
clumps about the yard or even single 
trees here and there, and I have seen 
some most beautiful hedges made of 
them. Spruces are so nice because 
they are green when all else is dead, 
so be sure to get plenty of them. 
Speaking of hedges, though, I would 
recommend the caragana. It is a 
quick grower, and can be grown from 
seed, and when clipped back into 
shape makes a very beautiful hedge. 
You can get the seed at any seed 
house. Caragana or Siberian Pea 
Tree, it is called. In the early spring 
it is covered with yellow  pealike 
blossoms. Lilacs are quite hardy, 
and make a very pretty hedge. They 
come in leaf early, and we all love 
their bloom. Even the common silver 
willow that grows in the river flats, 
looks pretty trimmed up into a hedge. 

Young trees need cultivation for a 
year or two. Cultivate, or hoe up, till 
the end of July, but not later, as culti- 
vation holds moisture and tends to 
keep the trees growing too fast; and 
if cultivated right up till frost, the 
shoots are too long, and full of sap, 
and tender, and will be more apt to 
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‘be paid the sum a:

“freeze back.” If not cultivated, the 
ground dries out more, and the young 
shoots of the trees stop growing and 


sort of mature as it were, and are 
much hardier. 

Trees, alone, will make a_ pretty 
home, especially if you keep the grass 
mowed short and clipped around the 
borders. 

But there is nothing to hinder any 
woman having a few flowers, too. 
Just a few, well cared for are better 
than too many. 

There are so many varieties, and 
so many tastes in flowers that a per- 
son almost does as well to follow 
their own experience and _ choice. 
There are some good perennials, how- 
ever, that I should like to mention. 
They have all proved quite hardy 
for this country. Everyone knows 
of the-Sweet William and the pansy 
—dear old-fashioned flowers that are 
hard to beat. The peony does very 
well here, and, if well enriched and 
watered (in dry seasons), gives a 
good show of bloom early in the sum- 
mer. . Then there is_ the Icelandic 
poppy, Larkspur, Canterbury Bell, 
Columbine and several others. But 
lastly there is the Oriental Poppy, 
with its immense flaming flowers, and 
the roots you positively cannot kill. 

Annuals have their place, too, ‘eom- 
ing on after most of the perennials are 
over. Sweet Peas, Petunias, Candy- 
tuft , California Poppy, Mignonette, 
Phlox and Double Poppies. I must 
remark here, that the Petunia and 
Phlox will be among the last flowers 
of the summer, blooming long after 
the first frosts. Virginia Stocks are 
fine for a border, with their prolific 
bloom of delicate pink and white. 

As climbers, perhaps the hop is the 
most permanent, but Wild Cucumber 
Vine is a very quick growing annual, 
and covers an amazing space from 
one root. Sow your seeds this fall, 
however, as they require the winter 
frost to burst the shell. Scarlet Run- 
ner beans are also a goo old-fashioned 
climber and are very pretty, too. 

I have not mentioned small fruit 
bushes because they hardly come un- 
der my present subject. The only 
place they beautify is the farm table, 
which, after all, is a great recommen- 
dation. I have also seen my currant 
patch clustered over with ripe, red 
fruit, and, looking at it with a house- 
wifely eye, no doubt, I thought it was 
quite beautiful, too. 

In concluding, I will say, I hope all 
who need tree protection and beauty 
will act on my advice and start now. 
As for my experience, I, one season 
helped to plant, care for, and water 
about 1,300 trees and cuttings. Among 
them were: Nativé Spruce and Poplar, 
Cottonwood, Man.Maple, Ash, Russian 
Poplar, Golden Leaf Willow, Caragana 
Silver Willow, Lilac, and several vari- 
eties of Currants. 

We considered all the work we put 
on them repaid a thousand times by 
the pleasure they gave us as long as 
we remained on the place; besides 
making a mere house a_ delightful 
home, to which we can always look 
back with pleasant memories.

P.S.—Since writing the fore-going I 
have been correctedonthe time requir- 
ed to order trees from the govern- 
ment. If you apply in the winter of 
1919 you will not receive your trees 
till 1920. However, that need not hin- 
der you getting your land ready and 
planting your native trees next spring. 
There is no charge whatever for these 
government trees, and Mr Ross, the 
superintendent, is very obliging. 

If any of you care to get caragana 
seed, I have trees at home bearing 
quantities of it, and will only be too 
pleased to let you have all you want.

The following are resolutions present- 
ed: 

1. That ths meeting desires to en- 
dorse the amendment offered by J. P. 
Molloy, M.P., to the Conscription 
Order-in-Council approved by the 
House of Commons on April 20th last, 
and which expressed regret that the 
proposed Order-in-Council of Decem- 
ber 3rd, 1917, allowing the exemption 
of those whose “services are essential 
for promoting agricultural production” 
and declared that “The proposed Or- 
der-in-Council should be amended so 
that it would provide for the exemp- 
tion of those actually and effectively 
engaged and so urgently needed in the 
production of foodstuffs upon the 
farms of Canada.” 

2. That this meeting desires to ex- 
press regret that the Order-in-Council 
of April 20th which cancelled the ex- 
emptions granted farmers because of 
the needs of agricultural production 
did not follow the principles of the 
British Man-Power Act of April last 
with regard to exempton of men en- 
gaged in farming; which provided 
that all men so engaged who had al- 
ready been exempted and who were 
medically rated below Grade I, would 
continue to be exempted, and the right 
to appeal against cancellation of ex- 
emption was granted to every man in 
Medical Grade I who was a_ highly 
skilled agricultural worker, whose 
time was employed on the farm or in 
farm work, who was irreplacable or 
essential to the cultivation of the 
farm.” 

3 That this meeting desires to ex- 
press its emphatic disapproval of the 
action of the Western members of par- 
liament who voted in favor of the 
Order-in-Council of April 20th, and 
hereby expresses the belief that in so 
doing they placed the political advant- 
age of the Union government above 
the interests of theirconstituents, their 
country and the Allied’ cause.”

While agreeing that interference 
with trade and industry must disap- 
pear after the war, Mr Lloyd George 
said.there must be exceptions during 
the transition period. Government 
interference to a considerable extent 
would be needed to get raw material 
and organize transport, he said, and 
in order to execute contracts for 
abroad. “I think we ought to see that 
the people who have been fighting to- 
gether should be served first.” 

“Don’t let us make-the mistake of 
dissolving the partnership the moment 
the fighting is over,” the premier add- 
ed. 

Andrew Bonar Law, chancellor ‘of 
the exchequer, followed the premfer in 
a brief speech, in which he. expressed 
general agreement with Lloyd George. 
The chancellor pointed out that some 
control of raw materials. was needed 
after the war, in order to’ prevent:our 
enemies from organizing a corner in 
them. He also emphasized that, as 
a result of the war, so far as the 
present British government was con- 
cerned, the principle “that we are 
one empire and that there shall be 
preference within that empire is es- 
tablished.”

Dr. Clark expressed himself as be- 
ing strongly opposed to the Canadian 
government taking up the subject of 
imperial preference at the present 
time. He said that the government 
was elected to win the war and that 
was its business. It had no mandate 
from the people to deal with post war 
problems. 

“Let us first dispose of the enemy,” 
said he, “and then it will be time to 
deal with tariff questions.” 

Dr Clark has spent two strenuous 
months on the farm. He appears to 
be in perfect health and thanks God 
that he has a crop to work at. He 
left tonight for Hamilton and Ottawa. 


London, August 1.—Extraordinary

Not a 
man falters not an eyelash droops, 
every man is full of enthusiasm, and 
determined to see the war through to 
the bitter end. 


QUEBEC STILL SLACKING. 


The Huntington Gleaner, referring 
to the stories published in Ontario 
papers that thereturns of enrolment in 
Quebec are “significant and inspiring,” 
says:

VETERANS TAKE 
STERN MEASURES 
TO STOP STRIKE 


TWO RECOGNIZED LEADERS ARE 
HAULED FROM BUILDING 
AND FORCED TO KISS FLAG 


Vancouver, Aug. 3.—Strike leaders 
of Vancouver, by a resolution passed 
at a gathering of more than 400 re- 
turned soldiers, were given two hours 
in which to call off the strike evoked 
as a mark of sympathy for Albert 
Goodwin, draft evader, who was killed 
by a Dominion officer a few days ago, 
or suffer the penalty of being run out 
of the city. 

It was a stern and business like 
gathering of the returned men who 


protested against the latest strike in|: 


Vancouver, and the cause of it, and 
400 strong they marched upon the 
Labor Temple where they made forcl- 
ble entrance, seizing V. R. Midgley, 
labor secretary and recognized leader 
together with J. Thomas, prominent 
in longshore union circles. Both these 
labor leaders were unceremoniously 
hustled to the street where both were 
forced to kneel and kiss the Union 
Jack. 


MADE ATTEMPT TO ESCAPE. 


Midgley attempted to escape at one 
time and made his way from an upper 
window along a three foot cornice into 
another room. Again he was captured 
by the soldiers and taken to the 
ground floor. A cordon of constables 
surrounded the soldiers and their cap- 
tives and placed the man under guard. 

Earlier in the afternoon the soldiers 
made an attempt to operate the street 
cars, but some one turned off thd 
“juice.” 

Their entrance to the Labor Temple 
was signalized by loud demonstrations 
and soon records, books and furniture 
and other nondescript material began 
to be hurled from the upper windows 
into the street. The soldiers had an 
automobile in their procession and 
from this they declaimed against the 
labor temple. The soldiers returned 
to the Camble street playgrounds, 
where they held an open meeting. 


ASKS VETERANS TO RETURN 


Secretary Perdue, of the Great War 
Veterans’ association issued an ap- 
peal to all returned soldiers who are 
members of unions which have laid 
off, to return.to work and stay at 
work. 

“I ask all men who have fought 
overseas and who know how much is 
at stake, not to forget that spirit of 
patriotism which induced them to 
offer their services to their country,” 
he said. 

“Here is a case when a man, who 
had deliberately refused to give his 
help to his fellow countrymen, and 
who evaded his responsibilities, a man 
who was practically a fugitive from 
justice and an evader of military ser- 
vice, caught by the officers of the law, 
paid the penalty for armed resistance. 
He was a man who apparently never 
thought of the boys who were fighting 
overseas, and, therefore, returned sol- 
diers who are members of unions, 
should refuse to take part ,in any 
demonstration which is practically a 
vote of censure on the policy of send- 
ing reinforcements to the men at the 


SPRUGE MITES 


The spruce trees in Red Deer are in 
many cases badly affected by the 
spruce mite, which gives the trees the 
brown, unhealthy appearance s0 no- 
ticeable in the gardens and on the 
boulevards, and which may also be 
observed in the case of the large na- 
tive spruce in the parks. 

A dry year such as this is particular- 
ly favorable to insect pests, and is un- 
doubtedly the explanation for the 
spruce mite getting out of hand this 
year. The insect is like a minute 
spider and the mesh of silk may be ob- 
served on the spruce boughs. 

In gardens equipped with hose pipe, 
copious spraying with water is the 
first remedy and, if done sufficiently, 
would probably check the pest. The 
special spray recommended for. the 
spruce mite, however, is lime sulphur, 
summer strength. This is sold by 
houses handling insecticides.

POULTRY DISEASES: 
RESPONSIBLE FOR 
BIG NATIONAL LOSS}: 


At least fifty per cent of the chick- 
ens, young ducks ‘and turkeys, and 
tén per cent of the adult birds die each 
year from diseases, many of which are 
preventable.. 'This is ‘an annual 
national loss.-of -proably millions of 
dollars that should be avoided to a 
large extent. 

War conditions make' it imperative 
that farmers and poultrymen.as far 
as possible should stop this enormous 
leak. To do this every breeder should 
pay strict attention to the general con- 
dition of his flock. When anything 
unusual is noted in a fowl, it is ad- 
visable to place the affected individual 
in separate quarters. If within a 
short time recovery does not take 
place, it is unwise to destroy the fowl 
without first ascertaining the cause of 
the disorder. The prevalence of dis- 
ease is more often the cause of fail- 
ure than the lack of practical know- 
ledge and the extreme importance of 
keeping the quarters clean; isolation 
of all ailing fowls and immediate act- 
fon in regard to finding out the cause 
cannot be too strongly impressed up- 
on the poultryman. 

When trouble occurs, forward to the 
Biological Laboratory, Central Expert- 
mental Farm, Ottawa, Ont., a live but 
sick fowl, or, in the absence of such, 
a dead bird. In the interval disin- 
fect the quarters, runs, drinking fount- 
ains and feed dishes to check the 
spread of any infectious disease. 

Disinfect the poultdy houses by 
spraying the interior with a lime-wash 
solution (50 lbs. stone lime slaked in 
a barrel of water plus one gallon of 
a good commercial disinfectant). Till 
cracks and crevices to destroy mites, 
lice, etc. If a smaller amount is re- 
quired, it may be prepared by adding 
two and a half pounds of lime to a 
pail of water plus half a teacupful of 
disinfectant. | 

Keep a crop growing in some part 
of the yards and alternate poultry 
and crops. If the runs are small 
cover with a coating of air-slaked 
lime and dig up. If the runs are too 
large to dig, plough iand cultivate be- 
fore sowing. Rape is a good crop for 
this purpose. Rear all chicks on 
fresh soil. 

Although these precautions may ap- 
pear unnecessary it is the only way 
of combating many disease conditions 
affecting poultry, which if left to 
themselves will undoubtedly prove de- 
cidedly costly in the long run. 


GOVERNMENT IS 
PUSHING THE COW 
BILL PROGRAMME 


WILL LEND THE FARMERS MORE 
MONEY THAN USUAL THIS 
YEAR 


Edmonton, Alta, Aug 1—A Lew 
campaign on the cow bill throughout 
Alberta was decided upon by the pro- 
vincial government at a council meet- 
ing Wednesday afternoon. It will be 
carried on as part of the government's 
policy for the relief of the situation 
brought about by the crop failure, and 
by means of it a considerable number 
of cows and heifers that might other- 
wise be sacrificed by the farmers or 
sold to the packing houses for want of 
funds to carry them over, will be 
saved, it is expected, for the future 
requirementsof the livestockindustry, 

More money than was previously 
intended will be loaned out to farm- 
ers under the provisions of the bill, 
though on the same terms and condi- 
tions as usual. The campaign will be 
started as soon as arrangements for 
the extra work can be made. 

The cabinet is meeting again today 
to consider measures in line with the 
relief of the crop situation. The sub- 
ject was opened up at the Wednes- 
day meeting when a number of sug- 
gested plans and methods were pro- 
visionally discussed, but definite act- 
fon beyond the decision to extend the 
operations of the cow bill is being left 
over until further consideration has 
been given the matter.

-|PREDIGTS BIG INVEST= 
MENT IN CANADIAN 
PROVINGES 


EAST LOOKS ‘UPON WEST. A8& 
- INCLINED TO TALK TOO RADI- 
‘CALLY DECLARES FINANCIAL 

AUTHORITY 


‘The way the east looks on the west, 
according to B. K. Sandwell, editor 
of the Montreal Financial Times, and 
a visitor in Edmonton on Friday, is 
that it is inclined to talk a bit too 
radically. Considerable concern is felt 
by eastern business men and finan- 
clers, he says, about some elements in 
the western provinces, particularly 
in regard to their desire for tariff re- 
vision. There is a feeling that reduc- 
tions should not be made to any great 
extent, until it is ascertained just 
what the conditions will be after 
peace has been declared. Some 
changes and reductions in the tariff 
would undoubtedly be a good move, 
but radical revision, such as the west 
has urged at one time and another, 
would from the point of view of east- 
ern men, be unwise. 


AFTER THE WAR PROBLEMS 


Mr Sandwell, who is known as one 
of the leading financial experts in Can- 
ada, is visiting Edmonton for the first 
time in thirteen years, and addressed 
the Rotary club on Friday afternoon 
on the subject of “Public Ownership.” 
To the Journal he expressed his con- 
viction that the west, and Canada as a 
whole, were on the way to a_ sound 
and prosperous future. There was a 
marked degree of prosperity in the 
east at the present time, he said, but 
it was uncertain how much permanen- 
cy there was to it. Inevitably there 
was a lack of certainty about business 
in general during the war and one of 
the questions that was demanding at- 
tention was the labor ‘problem after 
the war. It was hoped in the east 
that the federal government would 
undertake public works of a necessary 
character in order to absorb the labor 
supply when the soldiers came back, 
and the existing industries would co- 
operate in any such effort to meet the 
situation. 


MONEY WILL COMB 


As to investments in Canada after 
the war, Mr. Sandwe!l was of the 
opinion that there would. be large 
amounts of American Capital avail- 
able for industrial purposes in this 
country almost immediately after 
peace was. declared. Even Great Brit- 
ain, he thought, would have money 
for Canadian investment sooner than 
might be expected, and would recover 
quickly from its present troubles. But 
the Canadian provinces would be for 
the monied men of the United States 
the most natural and most promising 
fleld in-which to invest, and from that 
source would come millions of dollars 
during the next few years. Just to 
what extent, in what way, and how 
soon this money could be looked for 
from either source however, would 
depend upon the terms of peace. 

Meanwhile there was need of the 
east and the west understanding each 
other a little better, thought Mr. 
Sandwell. There had been some fail- 
ure on the part of the east to grasp 
the significance of the western farm- 
ers’ needs, but the west on its part 
should not be too radical.

FOR STOCK SHIPPERS 


HOW ANIMALS AND HAYING 
OUTFITS TO NORTH MUST 
BE HANDLED 


Full instructions were received yes- 
terday by Wm. Grant, local agent for 
the provincial department of agric- 
ulture, as to the formalities neces- 
sary for the shipping of stock ond 
hay-making outfits north. 

In the cage of the shipping of ane 
application form is filled out at that 
station from which the shipment is 
made stating the name and address 
of the shipper. by what railroad the 
shipment is made, from where to 
where it is being shipped, and the 
number of horses, cattle or sheep in 
the shipment. The shipper also 
swears that he is the bona-fide owner 
or agent of the bona-fide owner of the 
stock, and that the stock is being for- 
warded for feeding and grazing pur- 
poses only and not for sale or slaugh- 
ter. 

This application form is then 
brought to Mr. Grant who issues a 
special stock shipping certificate, 
signed by himself, the deputy minister 
of agriculture and the shipper, and 
this certificate entitles the holder to 
the special rates. 

In the case of the hay-making out- 
fit as stated some,time ago by Mr. 
Halstead, no certificate is necessary, 
but at the station from which the ship- 
ment is made an application form stat_ 
ing the personnel of the equipment is 
filled out. Witness is also made as 
in the case of the stock to the fact 
that the shipper is the bona-fide owner 
or the agent of the bona-fids owner 
of the outfit. The government repre- 
sentative in Lethbridge is J. Weir, and 
in Medicine Hat, H. Hazzard.
